J. Lausche for signing into law Turnp ike p rop onents have rep orted him 
as favorably inclined. • —

The third way is to cut back federal spending

Swat Flies; Help Co mbat Infectio n 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
When typho id fever was a much 
mere prevalent disease than it ts at 
present, it was kno wn that the co n- 
*4*01 o f flies was impo rtant in help­ 
ing to prevent the spread o f this 
co nditio n since it co uld 1» carried 
by flies. Of co urse, mo re impo rtant 
was the co ntro l o f milk and water 
supplies, to make sure that they 
wete pure. 
It wo uld seem that flies no wadays 
arc impo rtant in spreading o ther 
diarrheal 
diseases, 
particularly 
what is kno wn as bacillary dysen­ 
tery. and a tvpe kno wn as Shigella 
infectio n. 
Stu dy Carried Out 
To sho w that flies co uld carry th» s 
disease, a study was carried o ut in 
cne co unty. The to wns in the co unty 
were divided into two similar areas. 
One set d l to wns was sprayed every 
six weeks with DDT During this 
,ime, the number o f flies in the 
to wns was determined by making 
perio dic co unts. If it was no ted that 
the number o f flies was increasing, 
treatment with the DDT was again 


carried o ut. so metimes as o ften as 
twice a week. 
The o ther set o f to wns was left 
untreated Children o f bo th to wns 
were studied carefully by making 
•vtturee o f the sto o ls fo r the Shig­ 
ella germs, and a careful study was 
made o f all deaths fro m diarrheal 
diseases. 
As the use o f the DDT pro gressed, 
a decrease in the number o f cases 
, o f diarrhea due to Shigella infectio n 
I in the treated to wns, was acted. 
After a perio d erf time, the treated 
and untreated to wns were reversed; 
that is, the to wns previo usly treated 
were no t spray? d. and, in the o ther 
to wns, DDT spraying was emplo yed. 
When this happened, the number 
o f cases o f diarrhea in the sets o f 
to wns was also reversed. In o ther 
wo rds, as the number o f flies in­ 
creased, 
diarrhea 
increased. 
It 
wo uld seem, therefo re, that there 
Is a direct relatio nship between the 
number o f flies and the spread o f 
diarriieal infectio ns. 
particularly 
'he Shigella dysentery.

GERM'S LOVE LIFE 
INTERESTS SCIENCE 


By FRANK CAREY 
Associated Press Science Reporter 
CINCINNATI, May 19—Love-life 
in the germ world may be the key 
to why certain microbes develop 
resistance to powerful drugs 
like 
streptomy cin, some scientists theor­ 
ized today . 
They offered that interpretation 
to a report made by Dr. JoshU3 
Lederberg of the University of Wis­ 
consin in the 49 th annual meeting 
of the Society of American Bacter­ 
iologists. 
Lederberg reported evidence that 
at least one form of bacteria can 
produce itself sexually , just as ani­ 
mals and man do. 
This Is at variance with the long- 
held concept th at microbes repro­ 
duce themselves only by cell divis­ 
ion—that. is, a given germ divides 
in two to produce two 
offspring 
without the aid of a sexual partner. 
Some scientists who heard the re­ 
port said the significances was this: 
1—The work offers a possible ex­ 
planation as to why a certain gem» 
—such as the tuberculosis bacillus - 
becomes resistant to streptomy cin 
after a time in certain cases of th * 
disease. 
The explanation might well 
be

themselves sensitive to the drug can 
produce, before they are overcome 
offspring that are too tough for the 
medicine. 
2—The research opens up wide­ 
spread possibilities of speeding stud­ 
ies on heredity . 
Such genetic research, they said, 
is now largely done with the aid ol 
fruit flies, which require months 
for a given problem because It takes 
that time for reproduction.

Lederberg 
reported

studies employ ing an organism call­ 
ed "escherichia coli"—a germ com­ 
monly found in the Intestinal tract 
and Is not necessarily a cause of 
any sickness. 
Ordinarily , he said, this 
germ 
causes lactose—the familiar sugar 
found in milk—to ferment in the 
test tube. 
But he found that when certain 
combinations of this coli germ were 
placed in test tube» together, a 
strain was produced which failed to 
ferment the lactose—Indicating the 
production of an offspring which 
was different from either of the or­ 
iginal ty pes.

GARDENING TIPS 


Lo cal C l u b Co mmittee 
Giv es Hints To Plain 
Dirt Gardeners 


The Garden Center committee of 
the Salem Oardcn club offers May 
suggestions to local gardeners as 
follows: 
Keep picking faded flowers 
in 
gardens unless needed to r seed. 
Water transplanted 
trees 
and 
shrub s thoroughly in dry weather. 
Keep after the weeds with a hoe. 
Repair slopes washed b y .melting 
snow and spring rains, 
planting 
ime is short. 
8upport weak-stemmed plants. 
Start spraying or dusting as soon 
is insect pests show up. 
Stake perennials like delphinium 
md phlox to prevent flowers from 
b reaking stems. Tie together spraw- 
!y plants like iris, peonies and shas- 
:a daisies. 
Trim evergreens just b efore new 
-hoots appear. Don’t cut out more 
*han last year’s growth, If you can 
tvoid it. 
Take special measures if you must 
start a lawn this late. 
Use seed 
containing annual rye and mulch 
with peat moss or straw after seed­ 
ing. Cut new grass as soon as It is 
tall enough. 
Continue 
planting 
vegetab les. 
Peas may b e planted in early May. 
Make a small planting of radishes, 
lettuce and spinach and onion sets 
every 10 days. 
Delay putting In 
lima b eans, cucumb ers and 
other 
vine crops until the ground Is warm.

Local Governments Get­ 
ting More From Personal 
Tax Sihce Enforcement 


COLUMBUS. Slay 19 — CAP)—A 
crackdown on personal property tax 
dodgers has yielded a bonanza for 
loca l governments, 
’ 
Tax 
Commissioner 
C. 
Emory 
Glander reported to Gov. Prank J. 
Laipche today that results of a 
special enforcement program during 
the 18 months ending last Decem­ 
ber. It was aimed at business firms 
that wilfully or ignorantly failed 
to pay personal property taxes. 
The drive, financed by a special 
appropriation ct $141,647, brought 
into county treasuries $3,049,882 Ir, 
delinquent personal property taxef 
item 47,941 taxpayers. 
"Thus, for each* $1 appropriated 
and spent by the state for thl* 
v.ork,” Glander said, ‘‘we produced 
$21.53 In revenue tor local govern­ 
ments.” He added: 
“During the period the special 
enforcement program was in effect, 
several county auditors, on theii 
own initiative, mad^? soecial efforts 
in the assessment of taxes against 
persons who had not previously 
filed tax returns and, from the best 
evidence available, thev added ap­ 
proximately $450,000 in additional 
tivf'c. 
To be accurate, therefore, 
it should be said that this specia’ 
enforcement program produced foi 
local governments 
$3,5(30,000 dur­ 
ing the year and a half It was ii 
operation, and that this sum repre­ 
sents the revenue which would have 
been lest to local governments en­ 
tirely but for tlie program.’* 
That wasn’t all. Glander said the 
personal property tax division in it« 
regular auditing, examination and 
investigation work durinc 1948 pro­ 
duced additional taxes of $4.068,943. 
Additional assessments of $249,616, 
oianrier said, were made 
against 
Ithe intangible property of inter- 
county corporations and 
certified 
to the state auditor. 
“It 1« interesting to note,” Glan­ 
der told the governor, “that during 
the calendar vear!948 the total per­ 
sonal property and classified ta 
paid to the county treasurers was 
$77,178,581. This compares with $60, 
003,974 paid in 1947 and $48.698.811 
paid in 1946. 
The survey further shows that 
when each business return is 
au­ 
dited by this department an average 
tax increase of from $30 to $60 per 
return is produced. Therefore, it is 
estimated that approximately $2,- 
000,000 per year Is being lost in 
revenue as to the tax returns that 
f rc filed in the ccunty auditors’ 
offices. 
“To properly supervise the en­ 
forcement of the personal property 
tax law in all phases, Including both 
the filing of returns and the audit 
of all tax returns so filed, approx­ 
imately 30 additional examiners will 
be required in our personal prop­ 
erty tax division at an annual ex-

tighten centred of coal strip mining

Operation of the proposed law 
would be vested in a new division 
of reclamation in the state agricul­ 
ture department. The division chief 
would serve a six-year term at a 
salary of $8,500 annually. A five- 
member reclamation board would 
advise him.

more of coal a year.

have to pay $50 for licenses, plus

mum. Bend would be required to 
guarantee restoration of stripped- 
over lands. Operators would be re­ 
quired tc grade spoil banks to gen­ 
tly rolling topography, provide ac­ 
cess fire lanes, build earthen dams 
in the final cut, and plant trees, 
shrubs and grasses. 
The division would return $140 an 
acre upon submission of planting 
plans by operators. An additional 
450 an acre would be returned when 
planting operations started.

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Yankees Who Fought For 
Israel Can Come Home 


By JAMES M. LONG 
TEL AVIV, Israel, May 19— fAP* 
—More than half the American 
b oys who came here to serv e in the 
Jewish army hav e gone b ack home, 
or are getting ready to go b ack 
soon. 
For the most part, they came here 
to fight, not to settle. They were 
Jews who wanted to help their peo­ 
ple—and a handfu l of Gentiles who 
b eliev ed in the Israeli cau se. 
While they were here most of 
them kept right on b eing Ameri­ 
can. They b elonged to Mahal clu b s 
of foreign v olu nteers. 
Many wore 
U.S. Army discharge b u ttons 
on 
their jackets. 
No b arrier is b eing placed in the 
way of their retu rn. 
According to informants at the 
United States consu late here, those 
who are staying on, perhaps perm­ 
anently, in Israel represent three 
b asic grou ps: 
1—The few who got good Job s in 
the gov ernment or technical serv ­ 
ices of the state; 2—Those who had 
special kib b u tz settlement training 
in America to prepare them for b e­ 
coming 
Israel citizens; 3—Those 
who hav e forfeited their American 
citizenship b y v oting in 
Israel's 
first election. 
Altogether, that Is only a small 
percentage of the total. 
Sb me of 
them hav e ev en left to go home and 
“face the mu sic" on known indict­ 
ments or cases against them for Il­ 
legal export of arms or 
military 
eq u ipment from the United States 
at the time they came to the Jew­ 
ish state. 
Are Going Home 
Some others, who know or b eliev e 
there may b e indictments against 
them and perhaps a penalty to pay, 
hav e told the Associated 
Press: 
“Su re, we're going home.. That’s 
ou r cou ntry." 
The United States gov ernment is 
taking this v iew: 
There is nothing, really, to pre-

v ent an American b oy from fight­ 
ing for a cau se ov erseas, prov ider 
he can get there. While he actu ally 
is in the serv ice of a foreign army, 
his American citizenship may b e re­ 
garded as “su spended—that is, he 
cannot claim any special protection 
or rights u nder it. 
Bu t when he leav es that foreign 
army, u nless he has otherwise con­ 
trav ened his American passport, it 
is still good. 
What is b eing done here is this: 
Americans who ere going into the 
consu lar offices to male su re theii 
papers are in order for retu rn home 
are asked to make a statement, su b ­ 
stantiated b y the Israeli army, that 
they at no time took any oath of 
allegiance to any other state. 
The Israeli army attests that this 
is so. At the time it gav e its troops 
an oath of allegiance to Israeli, a 
year ago, Americans who wished 
were excu sed from taking it. 
Bu t it is different with 
those 
Americans who v oted in the Israeli 
election, as perhaps some 
dozens 
did. They are Israeli citizens now 
whether they like*it or not. That 
is the American gov ernment v iew. 
It says in an American passport 
he is not permitted to v ote in for­ 
eign elections. Throu gh adv ertise­ 
ments in Israeli newspapers and 
pamphlets to the army b efore the 
election, Americans were warned 
not to v ote u nless they wanted to 
lose citizenship. 
Ev eryone here, inclu ding foreign­ 
ers, has an identity card. Ev eryone 
who v oted had his card stamped b y 
the Israeli elections officials. 
Anyone who now tu rns u p at the 
United States consu l offices in Is­ 
rael with a green U.S. passport to 
b e extended, renewed, 
v isaed 
or 
stamped, is req u ired to produ ce an 
u nstamped identity card as proof 
he did not v ote. 
If he v oted—his passport is col­ 
lected and the United States State 
department is adv ised.

national survey completed today.

But spokesmen for both sports, 
far from exhibiting alarm, seemed 
inclined instead to attribute the 
drop from 194$ figures to temporary 
conditions 
entirely 
disassociated 
with the dwindling dollar. 
Borne 
even blamed It on the weather. 
However, it must have been bad 
weather, indeed, to have 
cat*«. 
National league crow’ds to drop by 
150,671 from last year's attendance, 
up to the recent completion of the 
western teams swing through the 
east. 
Oddly, the figures show the Amer­ 
ican league "off’ by only 8,010 for 
the same period, although Cleveland 
- -bonansa town of ’48—currently is 
doing the steepest dive of them all 
By contrast with last year, this Is 
the latest “board-rendln* ” on the 
Indians; 
They are off 77,731 for 11 home 
games to date. 
Ranking next in this respect are 
the Giants, “down” 51,594 in 17 
games at the Polo grounds and the 
Phillies, who suffered a drop of 
47,004 
Partially offsetting these deficit 
however, the Pirates are up 66,156 
for six home games, the Braves 50.-

Scientists say that b entonite has 
the greatest efficiency for ab sorp ­ 
tion that nature has dev ised. 
It’s 
highly ab sorb ent in water and also 
is useful for oils, glycerin, dye* 
metal salts, and many other sub ­ 
stances. 
Bentonite 
(not a trade name, 
folks) lias this ab sorb ent 
quality 
b ecause it consists mainly of p ar­ 
ticles fib fine that more than 600,- 
000,000 of them are needed to dot a 
surface one-inch square. 
There hav e b een many temp ers 
lost—including mine—in the Ameri­ 
can home, where most accidents oc­ 
cur, ov er how b est to remov e lin­ 
oleum laid in hard-setting cement. 
The answer is, of course, b entonite. 
It salv es the b alky linoleum. 
Cloudy 
wines and 
honey 
are 
cleared up b y passing a b entonite 
solution through them (on p rescrip ­ 
tion) and at least one b rewer does 
this to uncloud his foggy b eer.

Simplify -ed English 
Dev ised In Bo sto n 


BOSTON—A new language called 
*‘simplify-ed English” has b een de­ 
signed b y a 39-year-old Boston 
b achelor who has made a liv ing as 
an inv entor, mechanical designer, 
musician and necktie manufacturer. 
All Flumedoro says it only will 
b e a few years b efore all persons 
who come to the United States from 
foreign countries such as displaced 
persons and students will speak his 
simplifi-ed English. 
Fiumedioro’s English eliminates 
almost all the rules of English you 
learned in school, 
He says it can b e learned in » 
day, b ut it took him fiv e years and 
ab out $5,000 to dev elop It. 
Here’s a samp le of simplify-ed 
English: 
"It am not the numb er of word-s 
in a language that make it diffi­ 
cult, b ut the many irregularity-s 
and exception-s to rule-s." 
Briefly, Fiumedoro’s 
v ersion

“kig’s 
English" 
does 
away 
with irregular v erb s. There is only 
one set of personal pronouns, a 
single p lural form for nouns, some 
simplified spelling and a few other 
things, which Flumedoro calls ‘’dis­ 
tinctiv e improv ements.” 
Simplicity is the language's key 
note. Or, as Flumedoro says: 
“Simplify-ed 
English 
am defi­ 
nitely dev lse-ed so that any b ody 
can easily learn it.”
